Criticisms of Labor 


County Clerk C. M. Williams 


spoke on "Some Criticisms of Un- 
ion Labor." and was very frank in 
what he had to say. He declared 
that he was a reader of union liter- 
ature and was convinced that un- 
ionism was all right and that Jt 
should have the respect and sup- 
port of the public. He declared 
that capital and labor both had 
rights 
that should be respected, 


but at the same time told the men 
that they needed capital ae the ex- 
ecutive heads of big business. The 
workmen could not do their work, 
and the capitalists could not do the 
workmen's job, but each depended 
on the other, and there must be 
co-operation. He was against the 
open shop being closed to union la- 
bor, but was in favor of an open 
shop that allowed both union and 
non-nunion labor to be employed. 
He believed that both the Willys- 
Overland and the Steel Plant strike 
were uncalled for and were the re- 
sult of the work of organizers. He 
denounced Secretary Foster as an 
enemy to organized labor. He be- 
lieved that every great move came 
by radicalism, Washington, Lincoln 
and other great men were all rad- 
icals, 
but not 
extremists. The 


speaker gave a number of Instances 
where he felt that union men had 
created sentiment against 
them- 


selves cither by not working while 
on the job, or by excess charging. 
His remarks were well 
received.
